"This bar commenoea on the right 


bank of the Ohio river, at a point be- 
low what ia known as the blue clay 
banks, and extends to the ice piera, a 
distance of about two milea. 


"That part of the bar from';the clay 


banks to the mouth of Lawaon's run 
extendsont in the river, at the widest 
place, abont 900 feet and. the shoalest 
water this year is at this distance from 
the Ohio shore, opposite the month of 
Lawson's run. 


"Beginning at the mouth of Law- 


Bon's run west bank, the dike meanders 
access and down the bar 1,760 feet to a 
point about 800 feet from the Kentucky 
shore. At the foot of the dike a bar 
has formed, extending straight down 
the river some 1,500 feet. 


"At the ioe piers the main bar is 


checked from making any 
further 


progress downward in front of the city, 
owing to the action of the current on 
the ice piers. 


1 "Dike—The Bonanza dike is a crib 20 


feet wide, 7 fee^ high and 1,760 feet 
long, filled with stone, confining the 
river to a width of about 800 feet at 
the foot of the dike, shooting the cur- 
rent to the Kentucky shore, where it 
rebounds and sets in towards the Ohio 
shore up to a fifteen foot stage of water. 
The dike was completed in July, 1891, 
and cost $81,350. 


"Ice Piers—The ice piers are fout in 


number and are located at the foot of 
Gay street, 83 feet'apart, extending out 
in the river 195 feet from low water 
mark. 
Their dimensions are 24 feet 


wide by 44 feet long. 
The fourth, or 


outside pier, is 83 feet high; third, 37; 
second, 39; first, 40. 


"The piera were intended to protect 


the harbor from ice, but owing to the 
action of the current from the dike, ioe 
is carried over in the harbor np to a 
15 foot stage of water. When the river 
reaches a 20 foot stage the piers keep 
all floating obstacles ont of the harbor. 
There is no question but what the piers 
have checked the downward course of 
Bonanza bar, acting as a dam, or dike, 
with the aid of the drift that lodges 
against them. As an evidence of what 
they are doing, careful soundings on a 
straight line 600 feet from the outside 
pier show an average depth of 15 feet 
of water, and moie water below the 
piers by several feet than there was in 
1898. The piers were completed in 
December, 1891, and cost 113,868.86. 
They should be allowed to remain as 
towering sentinels, guarding the harbor 
from encroaching obstructions. 


"A large deposit has formed on the 


wharf at the tipper landing, caused by 
the cross currents around the ice piers 
on certain stages of water. 
This de- 


posit has been allowed to accumulate 
for the past two years. 
"On every rise in the river there is 


more 
or less sediment 
deposited. 


Barges and other river craffc moored to 
the landing check the force of the cur- 
rent, and the greater portion of this 
sediment settles co the bottom, the cur- 
rent not being sufficient to carry it 
away. 
All that portion of our levee 


that is in constant use should be paved 
to low water mark and the deposits re- 
moved after every rise. 


"From careful soundings made on a 


three-foot stage of navigable water, I 
am convinced that we have one of the 
best harbors on tho river, and every 
means at our command should be used 
to preserve and increase its depth.

and liberal transfers on company lines. 
Franchises are free, except that the 
companies are required to pave their 
tracks. The proposition submitted by 
the companies, the details of 
which 


were learned, is to sell six tickets for 
a quarter, give universal transfers and 
pay a percentage of their gross re- 
ceipts, which is not specified, into the 
city treasury. In return the compa- 
nies ask for extensions of franchises 
for 25 years from date of renewal.

I 
leave thu answer to all such state- 
ments, whether they be true or not, to 
the people of Ohio, to be decided at the 
ballot box next November. The farm- 
ers, laboring people and business men 
know better\the true condition, than tha 
politicians, and cannot be fooled any 
longer, and when prosperity does come, 
it will need no heralding by orators or 
newspapers. The people will realize It 
in the comforts of their homes, and the 
jingle of something substantial in their 
'pockets. 
For many years Republicans have 


claimed that there is something in the 
monetary affairs of our country, and in 
the questions of tariff and taxation that 
are mysterious, which the plain people 
cannot understand, and that only the 
few have any right to consider. From 
my investigation, I find there is nothing 
In these questions than any man or wo- 
man of good intelligence cannot com- 
prehend and should not understand. 
First, take the tariff question. The Re- 
publicans have argued that consumers 
do not pay the duties that are levied 
upon imported goods, but since that 
'question has been discussed, and the 
people informed, there is no one now 
who has the courage to contend that 
consumers do not pay all the duties up- 
on imported goods, no matter how high

or low they may he. The right to levy 
taxes in any form, either .by the gen- 
eral government, state or 
municipal, 
no matter in what form assessed, does 
not exist except for the purpose of rais- 
ing revenue to pay the necessary and 
legitimate expenses carefully, prudent- 
ly and economically administered. 
In my opinion, the tariff question is 


one that can be rightfully and honestly 
adjusted in the Interests of the whole 
people. There are only two ways of 
raising revenue under our laws; one by 
internal revenue, and the other, duties 
on Imports. After ascertaining the 
amount that can be raised from the In- 
ternal revenue, the balance should be 
levied In the form of duties, on imports 
•with a view to revenue only, and ought 
to be levied upon luxuries (not prohib- 
itory) with the view of raising the larg- 
est amount of revenue, and causing the 
burdens to fall chiefly upon the -wealth 
of the country. To illustrate: Take all 
classes of high priced goods that the 
•wealthy consume—follow this line down 
until you have raised the necessary 
amount to support and maintain tha 
government Such a tariff would be 
just and equitable to all classes, and 
would not make millionaires at the ex- 
pense of the people, as has been the case 
under all tariff laws that have existed 
since the war. 
In my experience In manufacturing 


In the past thirty years, I have never 
known a protected manufacturer to pay 
higher prices for common labor than 
an unprotected one working "the same 
class of labor side by side; but organ- 
ized and skilled labor in.the'various in- 


proper legislation as will make it last- 
ing and durable? 
A money famine has caused the de- 


pression in the prices of all commodi- 
ties, and just in proportion as the cir- 
culating medium of the country is in- 
creased and given to the people, in the 
same ratio will prices advance, and 
prosperity return to all producing inter- 
ests. 
When the people obtain more money 


for wheat, labor, or anything else, they 
Will spend it in all branches of trade and 
industry for the things necessary to 
their comfort and happiness. Suppose 
that wheat (which has been used by the 
people of the world for bread since it 
commenced being grown from "Mother 
Earth") should be prohibited from such 
use; what would be the effect upon the 
price? It needs no answer. The same 
has practically taken place concerning 
silver as money. 
Apply the same law Lo gold; destroy 


Its use for money, and what would be 
itfi value as a commodity? 
From 16S7 down to 1S73—nearly two 


centuries—the lowest ratio that ever 
existed between gold and silver was 1 
to 14.14, and the highest, 1 to 16.25. Since 
demonetization, it has gone down to the 
present ratio. 


Money, whether metallic or paper, is 
the creature of law, and its measuring 
power of every other species of proper- 
ty, is determined by the amount in cir- 
culation and the demand for it, and the 
monetary affairs of a country are among 
the most important for the welfare of 
its people, and can he likened to the cir- 
culation in the human system—when 
interfered with wrongfully will pro- 
duce disastrous results. If by accident 
or disease, one-half the blood in our 
bodies were destroyed, unless nature 
speedily restores it, we wither and die; 
so it is with this people. If one-half 
the circulating medium that transacts 
their business is taken away, the same 
disastrous consequences will follow, to 
all except the money lender. 


The 
principles of political economy 
that were correct in the time of the an- 
cient republics, affecting their mone- 
tary affairs, and of ours in its early his- 
tory, are true now; just'as the principles 
of liberty, of right, and of justice that 
we obtained more than a century ago 
under the "Declaration of Independ- 
ence," drafted by the father of Democ- 
racy, Thomas Jefferson, are true today. 


On this question my position Is well 


known. I am in favor of the restora- 
tion of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the permission or 
consent of any other country, believing 
that we are able to maintain our own 
financial policy, and I am in favor of 
only three kinds of money—gold, silver 
and legal tender treasury notes, good 
for all debts, public and private; and in 
support of my views, I quote from prom- 
inent Republican statesmen, who ex- 
pressed their convictions upon this sub- 
ject in language stronger and more im- 
pressive than I can use. 


Hon. William McKinley said on the 


floor of the house of representatives, 
June 24, 1890 "I am for the largest use 


old nation, like, 
the most massive 


fortunes in the ruling classes, but it 
shows also the most helpless and hope- 
less poverty In the humbler walks of 
life. 
The. gold and silver nation like 
France can exhibit no such individual 
fortunes as abound in a gold nation like 
England, but it has a peasantry whose 
silver savings can pay a war indemnity 
that would have beggared 
the gold 


bankers of London, and to which the 
gold peasantry of England 
could not 
have contributed a pound sterling in 
gold, or even a shilling in silver." 
I could quote from Cameron, Logan, 


Carlisle,. Palmer, Henry 
Watterson, 


Chief Justice Chase, and,-many others 
who have expressed their ideas in as 
strong language upon this question. 


After the wars of England ended in 


1815, they started to return to the gold 
basis.with the enormous indebtedness 
of over four billions, and when they 
reached what they termed a solid basis 
in 1836, the property owners had de- 
creased in the ratio of 5 to 1. This is a 
matter of history as related by Allison, 
and as a 'result of the same, financial 


lions. 
In the last two years Russia 


alone has increased her holdings one 
hundred and seventy millions, and Aus- 
tria forty-three millions. 


The London Economist, In one of Its 


issues says that by reason of the de- 
monetization of silver their people were 
fifty million pounds sterling better off 
annually on the cereals, cotton and 
other things purchased from the west- 
ern hemisphere from 1S91 to 1896, In- 
clusive, and if this be true, the people 
who sold them are that much poorer; 
and We furnished a very large propor- 
tion of what they bought, making for 
the five years two hundred and fifty 
million pounds sterling, or about twelve 
hundred million dollars. 


The United States, Mexico and Bolivia 
in three years. 1892, 189? and 1894, pro- 
duced three-quarters of all the silver 
of the world, as shown by the report of 
the director of the mint In 1S95, and 
England purchased a large part of it. 
Is it any wonder she stands by the 
single gold standard and will continue 
to until compelled to let go. 


We read in history that when Solon 


took the reigns of government In Ath- 
ens he found the people were suffer- 
ing from debts and depression in busi- 
ness, and that almost every farm and 
home had a cornerstone, placed to in- 
dicate that it was mortgaged, and upon 
investigation he found the cause to be 
the want of money nnd class legisla- 
tion. He at once took measures to in- 
crease the currency and change the 
laws, and in a few years prosperity re- 
turned, the cornerstones disappeared, 
and the people wore again prosperous 
and happy; but at a later date, when 
other rulers came into power, revers- 
ing his policy, the republic perished; 
when less than one per cent, of her 
wealth was distributed among ninety- 
five per cent, of her people. Shall the 
American republic go in the same man- 
ner by class legislation? 


In conclusion, I wish to impress upon 


you as strongly as possible the neces- 
sity of a pure ballot, for without It a 
true government oC the people, by the 
people and for the people cannot exist.

policy continued down to the present 
time, according to the "London Times 
Almanac" last year, of the 32 millions 
of acres of cultivated land in England, 
Wales and Scotland, 28 milllo2n acres 
were owned by landlords and occupied 
by tenants, and only four million acres 
were occupied by the people owning the 
same; In other words, one acre In eight. 
The same ratio was true of the homes 


owned by the laboring classes.'and those 
owned by the landlords and occupied 
by tenants. We, In this country, are 
rapidly approaching the same condi- 
tion of things under precisely the same 
financial policy, as is proven by the re- 
cords of every court house In the land. 
We are fast becoming a people of land- 
lords and tenants, the great masses to 
be "hewers of wood and drawers of 
water" for the benefit of the few, which 
will sooner or later lead to disastrous 
results -to our system of government, 
unless a change takes place in our finan- 
cial policy. By class legislation' the 
wealth of the country is being trans-
